There were no further reports found and nothi in any instrumen 
that would furnish the name of the person leaving this inheritance 
to Thomas and Champness seaver. Therefore, this lezacy came from 
their mother's family. Their orother hueh Seaver was over 21 in 1861 
and evidently received his part of this legacy. She children, James 
and iebecca Zeaver, his second wife, did not share in this inherit- 
ance. jiowever, Thomas H. Beaver in his little book '53 Years in 
Texas! mentions that he and his »rother received 3600,00 inheritance 
from 'an old bachelor uncle who had died,!' and that they bought a 
cotton gin with the money, which was the first gin in that section 
of the country. the gin was Lost Prairie. They did not receive 
this inheritance until Chamoness “eaver reached the aze of 21 years. 


James Beaver married second Rebecca Wallace, probahly in 1851 or 
1852, and their first baby son, Carrol ieaver died in 1854 and was 
buried in the Clarks Creek Cemetery. 


September 1962 


The E.J. Johnsons, while on a vacation trip in September 1962 
searched. the records of the Henderson County Courthouse, and. located 
part of a deed to dames teaver from a.L. Glover. The date, 
description of vroperty, consideration and price paid for the pro- 
perty were all missing. : 


And we, the &.J. Johnsons, also located the old James Beaver plant- 
ation site. 


An old man named Tigler and his wife own at least part of the estate. 
He showed us where the big old los house had stood. He had been 
born and raised on the place, and said he had heard some of the old 
timers mention abouts what a srand and good man the Rev. James Beaver 
was, we also located the Clarks Creek Church. However, the old 
church built in 1845 had been torn down a long time azo, and there 
was a nice modern »vrick there. 


In about 1957-59 James Leaver moved to Freestone County, Texas, 
bringing his family consisting of James Jeaver and his second wife, 
Rebecca Wallace Beaver, and three of their young children; and the 
three survivine sons of James Beaver and his wife,Nancy G. “irk 
Beaver, which were: 

Hugh K. Beaver, Confederate soldier, born in Henderson county, 
Tenn, about 1840. He died of measles the first year of the Civil 
War, buried in Freestone County, Texas. 


Thomas Hendrix Beaver, Confederate soldier, born October 2, 1544, 
also in Henderson County, Tenn, married Cctober 2, 1865 at Lost 
Prairie, Susan 2lvira Galbreath, born in Alabama, September 1846, 


died at Lost Prairie March 10681; Thomas H. Beaver died of a heart 
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attack at his dauetter's Alice Seaver Johnson's house in the fall of 
1923, and is buried in the Cld Salem Cemetery in Freestone County. 
Married 2nd Zlizabeth Pelton. 

Champness Beaver, born in ikenderson County, Tennessee, married, 
name of wife un'mown, no issue; tobstone inscription: 'Chapness, 
son of James and Nancy G. “eaver, »orn November 23, 1846, Died 
March 2, 1870,!

Thomas H, Jeaver states that his father, James “eaver, first bought 
land near the present tom of Wortham, but he thought that section

present town of Teaque, where he established nis goodly plantation. 
A small village grew about him, which was called the Beaver settle- 
ment,
